RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Prices  on  slaughter  steers  and  heifers  at 
midwest  markets  shoved  only  moderate  change  on 
Monday.  However,  sharp  declines  were  recorded 
later  in  the  week  when  supplies  were  liberal. 
Closing  sales  on  fed  steers  were  largely  $1.00- 
1.50  lower  for  the  week  at  Chicago  and  steady  to 
$1.00  lower  elsewhere.  Fed  heifers  sold  steady 
to  500  lower  except  500  to  mostly  $1.00  off  at 
Chicago.  Barrows  and  gilts  sold  steady  to  250 
lower  over  most  of  the  Corn  Belt.  Prices  on  old 
crop  slaughter  lambs  were  uneven  being  steady 
to  500  higher  aside  from  the  steady  to  500 
lower  trends  at  Omaha,  So.  St.  Paul  and  Denver. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Cattle  supplies 
at  midwest  stockyards  increased  substantially  as 
religious  holidays  ended.  Receipts  were  up  fully 
20  percent  at  12-markets  compared  with  Easter 
week  when  arrivals  were  smallest  of  the  year  to 
date.  The  most  spectacular  increase  occurred  in 
Chicago  where  supplies  were  around  50  percent 
greater  and  the  largest  in  three  months.  Twelve- 
market  receipts  were  also  the  largest  in  three 
months.  While  the  end  of  religious  holidays  was 
probably  the  most  important  factor  in  the  supply 
increase,  recent  price  upturns  and  improved  rural 
road  conditions  also  played  a  part.  Generally 
lower  prices  accompanied  the  increase  in  market- 
ings, the  steer  price  decline  accelerating  rapid- 
ly after  Monday  with  closing  prices  for  all 
classes  of  cattle  generally  at  the  week's  low. 
Good  to  Prime  steers  declined  $1.00-1.50  in 
Chicago  with  some  high-Choice  and  low-Prime 
$2.00  lower  while  steers  Standard  and  below  sold 
weak  to  $1.00  off.  At  other  midwest  markets 
steers  closed  unevenly  steady  to  $1.00  lower. 
Heifers  were  generally  steady  to  500  lower  with 
the  decline  measuring  500-1.00  in  Chicago.  Cows 
averaged  steady  for  the  second  consecutive  week, 
although  trends  varied  both  500  higher  and  500 
lower.  Bulls  sold  steady  to  500  higher,  while 
vealers  held  steady  at  St.  Louis  National  Stock 
Yards  and  So.  St.  Paul.  The  proportion  of  Choice 
steers  increased  at  some  markets,  •while  the 
better  than  8  percent  Prime  in  Chicago  was  up 
sharply  from  the  previous  week. 

In  Chicago,  closing  steer  prices  bore  little 
resemblance  to  the  opening  market  as  bulk  of  the 
week's  decline  occurred  after  Monday.  Most  early 
sales  Choice  and  Prime  steers  $27.50-32.50,  late 
bulk  $26.25-31.50.  Load  Prime  steers  early 
$33.00  but  nothing  above  $32.50  later.  At  mar- 
kets outside  Chicago,  Prime  steers  reached  $30.50 
and  high-Choice  grades  as  high  as  $29.00.  Most 
Choice  steers  over  the  area  $26.50-28.50,  Good 
largely  $23.50-26.50.  A  few  Prime  heifers 
$28.50-29.00,  Choice  mainly  $26.00-27.50,  Good 
to  low-Choice  $22.50-26.50.  Utility  and  Commer- 
cial cows  bulked  $16.00-18.00,  Canners  and  Cutters 
$13.50-16.50.  Cows  comprised  25  percent  of  the 


run  in  So.  St.  Paul  but  formed  less  than  10 
percent  of  arrivals  at  other  midwest  mar- 
kets. 

STOCKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  - 
Receipts  of  stocker  and  feeder  cattle  and 
calves  at  terminal  markets  were  fairly  liberal 
for  an  April  week.  A  large  percent  of  the 
supplies  consisted  of  550-750#  yearlings. 
High  Medium  to  average-Choice  grades  predomi- 
nated. A  moderate  number  of  Good  and  Choice 
450-525#  calves  and  short  yearlings  were  in- 
cluded but  calves  under  450#  and  particularly 
under  400#  were  in  limited  number.  Feeder 
steers  over  800#  were  in  moderate  supply  and 
those  offered  usually  showed  evidence  of  some 
grain  feeding.  There  was  more  than  the  normal 
amount  of  variation  in  price  trends  at  the 
different  markets.  Several  conflicting  factors 
tended  to  influence  considerable  unevenness 
and  variation  in  price  trends.  On  the  one 
hand,  the  start  of  a  new  grazing  season  with 
above  average  early  spring  pasture  conditions 
was  a  factor  encouraging  interest  in  stocker 
fleshed  cattle.  At  the  same  time  many  poten- 
tial buyers  were  busy  trying  to  catch  up  on 
field  work,  and  in  addition  a  severe  price 
break  in  slaughter  cattle  prices  at  some  major 
midwest  terminals  not  only  tended  to  curb  de- 
mand for  feeders  but  also  caused  stocker  buy- 
ers to  proceed  with  more  caution  while  they 
reappraised  the  situation.  In  some  western 
and  southwestern  areas  range  contracting  for 
fall  delivery  was  virtually  brought  to  a 
standstill  as  buyers  adopted  a  wait-and-see 
attitude.  At  Omaha  and  Kansas  City  prices 
generally  were  steady  to  strong,  instances  500 
higher,  while  at  Sioux  City  a  500-1.00  decline 
was  recorded.  At  other  midwest  terminals 
prices  were  steady  to  500  lower.  In  some 
instances  early  week  strength  was  erased  and 
in  general  prices  showed  increasing  weakness 
as  the  week  progressed. 

Few  loads  Choice  525-575#  stock  steers, 
mostly  short  yearlings,  brought  $30. 00-31. 00 j 
majority  Good  and  Choice  575-750#  yearlings 
$25.00-29.50,  few  of  Good  $24.50.  Several 
loads  Choice  675#  were  included  at  $29.50. 
Medium  to  low-Good  stockers  ranged  $22.00- 
26.00.  Good  and  Choice  800-1050#  feeders 
brought  $23.00-26.50,  several  loads  fleshy 
1000#  $25.50-25.75  and  Choice  1143#  $25.00. 
A  few  Choice  775-875#  feeders  sold  from 
$27.00-27.50.  Good  and  Choice  yearling 
heifers  brought  $22.00-28.00  with  weight  and 
flesh  as  well  as  quality  important  in  determin- 
ing price.  Good  and  Choice  stock  steer  calves 
ranged  $26.00-34.00,  majority  $28.00-32.00; 
same  grades  heifer  calves  $23.00-30.00.  A  few 
Medium  and  Good  stock  cows  sold  $15.00-18.50. 


HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  Receipts  at  the 
12  terminals  were  10  percent  larger  than  the 
previous  pre-Easter  week  but  5  percent  smaller 
than  the  same  week  a  year  ago.  Mixed  No.  1-3, 
190-2607/  barrows  and  gilts  again  comprised  the 
bulk  of  receipts  with  some  of  the  western  Corn 
Belt  markets  receiving  an  increased  volume  240,/ 
and  heavier.  Sows  comprised  5-11  percent  at 
the  various  centers.  Although  many  consignments 
were  sorted  for  both  weight  and  grade  unif ormity 
bulk  of  the  barrows  and  gilts  were  offered  and 
sold  in  lots  of  mixed  grade  and  weight.  Prices 
during  the  week  revealed  unevenness  with  the 
available  day-to-day  supply  the  dominating 
factor  in  the  week's  trading.  However,  lower 
wholesale  pork  prices  also  proved  to  be  a  bear- 
ish factor.  A  general  price  upturn  on  Monday 
was  more  than  offset  under  the  influence  of 
very  liberal  receipts  on  Tuesday  with  some 
fluctuations  occurring  the  balance  of  the  week. 
Barrows  and  gilts  closed  the  week  steady  to  250 
lower  at  most  centers.  Sows  averaged  about 
steady  but  varied  both  250  lower  and  250  higher. 

At  the  close,  selected  lots  of  U.  S.  No.  1, 
and  No.  1-2,  usually  190-230#  barrows  and  gilts 
brought  $16.35-17.00,  and  up  to  $17.25  at  Indian- 
apolis. Mixed  U.  S.  1-3,  190-260//  butchers 
closed  from  $15.75-16.75,  bulk  $16.00-16.50. 
Mixed  U.  S.  1-3,  300-6007/  sows  ranged  from 
$13.00-15.00,  largely  $13. 50-14. 75. 

Feeder  pigs  closed  steady  at  So.  St.  Paul 
and  strong  to  500  higher  at  Sioux  City.  Medium 
and  Good  130-160;/  feeder  pigs  at  Sioux  City  sold 
at  $15.00-16.00,  few  $16.25  while  mostly  Good 
130-160,/  at  So.  St.  Paul  brought  $14.50-15.50. 

HOGS  -  Interior  Iowa-Southern  Minnesota 
Area  -  Receipts  were  estimated  to  be  only  slight- 
ly larger  than  the  previous  week,  but  around  9 
percent  more  than  the  corresponding  week  last 
year.  Following  liberal  supplies  on  Monday, 
daily  numbers  were  only  moderate  to  small. 
Around  70  percent  of  the  butcher  supply  was  mixed 
U.  S.  No.  1-3,  200-240//  weights. 

Closing  prices  compared  with  the  previous 
Friday  were  10-250  higher  on  butchers  and  sows. 
At  the  close,  mixed  U.  S.  No.  1-3,  190-240# 
butchers  sold  at  $15.50-16.25,  limited  volume 
mostly  No.  1  and  2  selected  lots  $16.15-16.65; 
No.  1-3,  270-400#  sows  $14.00-15.25,  400-550// 
$12.85-14.75. 

SHEEP  AND  IAMBS  -  The  12-market  receipts 
were  slightly  less  than  last  week  and  8  per- 
cent under  a  year  ago.  Trading  was  moderately 
active  and  demand  fairly  good.  Prices  for  old 
crop  slaughter  lambs  were  uneven  with  late  sales 
steady  to  500  higher  except  steady  to  500  lower 
at  So.  St.  Paul,  Denver,  and  Omaha  as  receipts 
at  these  markets  were  moderately  expanded  over 
a  week  earlier.  Spring  slaughter  lambs  were 
steady  to  $1.00  higher;  slaughter  ewes  were 
weak  to  $1.50  lower,  mainly  500-1.00  off;  feeder 
lambs  steady  to  500  lower.

In  the  Interior  Iowa-Soutnern  Minnesota 
area,  the  week's  trend  on  Choice  and  Prime 
wooled  slaughter  lambs  was  mostly  steady, 
instances  $1.00  higher,  while  Good  lambs 
were  steady  to  500  lower.  Shorn  lambs  were 
mainly  steady,  instances  250  lower.  Slaugh- 
ter ewes  500-1.00  lower.  Demand  was  fairly 
good  for  the  moderate  volume  offered.  Around 
55  percent  of  the  week's  receipts  were  re- 
ceived from  outside  the  area.

$19.00-20.00;  Good  and  Choice  90-105#  shorn 
lambs  $18.50-20.00;  Cull  to  Choice  shorn 
slaughter  ewes  ranged  from  $2.50-5.00.

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BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET  REVIEW 


Trading  of  greasy  domestic  wools  in 
the  Boston  market  was  moderately  active 
with  combing  wools  continuing  in  good  de- 
mand. Approximately  10  cars  were  sold  at 
steady  prices.  Except  for  scoured  pulled 
wools,  trade  in  woolen  wools  and  noils  was 
practically  at  a  standstill  at  steady  prices. 
Buying  activity  continued  in  the  domestic 
primary  areas  with  prices  slightly  easier 
in  the  fine  wool  section. 

Most  of  the  foreign  wool  centers  were 
closed  due  to  the  Easter  holiday.  Mid- 
week cables  showed  France  and  the  United 
States  the  principal  buyers  of  South  Afri- 
can wools  at  about  unchanged  prices. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Graded  56/58s  staple 
and  good  French  combing  fleece  wool  sold 
at  $1.10  clean  basis  while  graded  50/56s 
staple  brought  $1.06-1.07  for  early  May 
delivery.  Original  bag  medium  grade  fleece 
wools  at  540  in  the  grease  was  estimated 
to  cost  clean  around  $1.02-1.03.  Spot 
greasy  fine,  half-blood  and  three-eighths 
fleeces  sold  at  grease  prices  ranging  from 
54-570,  while  medium  burry  fleeces  brought 
52^  in  the  grease  and  bulk  medium  grade 
crutchings  moved  at  280.  Country  buyers 
were  paying  from  48-530,  but  mostly  500  to 
the  growers  in  Ohio  while  mostly  45-470  with 
occasional  light  shrinking  lots  up  to  540 
in  the  northern  fleece  States.

LESS  THAN  CAHLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Dullness  generally 
permeated  the  wholesale  fre6h  meat  business, 
with  trading  mostly  slow  under  rather  poor  de- 
mand.    Receipts  of  beef  were  slightly  below 
normal,    and  lamb  volume  was  down  10  percent 
at  New  York,   otherwise  supplies  were  normal. 
Clearance  was  poor  at  Eastern  Seaboard  mar- 
kets.    Beef,   lamb  and  pork  was  carried  at 
Washington,    steer  beef  and  lamb  at  Philar- 
delphia,   and  at  New  York  small  lots  of  veal 
and  calf  were  unsold  late  and  some  pork 
loins  went  to  freezers.     Beef  ribs  were  fore- 
runners for  the  third  consecutive  week,  but 
hindquarters  and  chucks  were  generally  slow. 
Lamb  moved  readily  at  New  York,  but  slow  at 
other  markets.     Veal  and  calf  outlet  was  very 
uneven. 

Compared  with  the  previous  week:     Steer 
beef  steady  to  mostly  50^  lower;   cow  beef 
strong  to  $1.00  higher  at  Philadelphia,  but 
steady  to  weak  otherwise;  veal   and  calf  steady 
to  $3.00  lower;   old  crop  lamb  steady  to  $3.00 
lower,  mostly  $1.00  off;   spring  lamb   steady 
to  $2.00  lower.     Pork  loins  sold  weak  to  $3.00 
lower  except  at  Washington  and  Baltimore  where 
sales  were  steady  to  $3.00  higher  as  these 
two  markets  became  aligned  with  other  points, 
and  a  large  share  of  the  late  sales  at   these 
two  centers  were  steady.     Boston  butts  were 
steady  to  $4.00  lower;   spareribs  steady  to 
$2.00  lower;   fresh  skinned  hams  mostly  steady. 

CHICAGO  -  Fresh  meat  supplies  were  mod- 
erate for  the  week.     Bulk  steer  and  heifer 
beef  graded  Good  and  Choice  with  a  very  small 
volume  Prime.     Weights  55#  and  over  predomi- 
nated in  the  lamb  division,  while  pork  loins 
for  the  most  part  fell  in  the  12-16#  range. 
Carcass  beef  trade  was  mostly  slow,   although 
demand  improved  and  heifer  beef  firmed  at  the 
close.     Beef  ribs  and  loins  found  adequate 
outlets  at  mostly  steady  prices.     Chucks  were 
slow  at   the  outset,   but  lower  prices  stimulated 
demand  by  midweek  and  late  trade  was  moderately 
active.     Lamb  held  steady  in  a  moderately  ac- 
tive  trade.     Fresh  pork  trading  was  slow,   with 
daily  declines  on  loins  and  Boston  butts.   Com- 
pared to  the  previous  Friday:      Steer  and  heifer 
beef  50^-$1.00  lower;   lamb  and  veal    steady;

PACIFIC  COAST  -  Good  and  Choice   steer 
beef  was  fully  adequate  on   the  west  coast  with 
some   accumulations  at  Los  Angeles  and  in  the 
Pacific  Northwest.      Cow  beef  was  moderate  but 
fully  adequate  for  a  fair  demand.      Calf  was 
slightly  liberal  at  Los  Angeles  with  veal  more 
than  adequate  at  San  Francisco  and  in  the 
Pacific  Northwest.      Spring  lamb  was  fully  ade- 


quate for  a  fair  demand  in  California  but 
somewhat  more  limited  in  the  Pacific  Northwest 
while  old  crop  lamb  was  very  scarce  at  Los  An- 
geles and  San  Francisco.

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SHIPMENTS  OF  STOCKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  SHEEP,  MARCH  1960 


Stocker  and  feeder  cattle  and  calves  shipped  into  8  selected  North  Central  States  during 
March  1960  amounted  to  308,857  head,  down  10  percent  from  the  342,851  head  shipped  during  March 
a  year  earlier.  Of  the  total  cattle  and  calves  received  in  these  States  during  the  month, 
136,016  head  were  moved  through  public  stockyards  and  172,841  head  were  received  direct.  The 
combined  January  through  March  shipments  this  year  totaled  956,542  head  compared  with  1,015,842 
head  for  the  same  period  in  1959— a  6  percent  decrease. 

Shipments  of  sheep  and  lambs  into  these  8  North  Central  States  in  March  totaled  158,890 
head  compared  with  119,850  head  during  March  1959--a  33  percent  increase.  Of  the  total  received 
during  March,  44,775  head  moved  through  public  markets  and  114,115  head  moved  direct.  The 
direct  movement  was  72  percent  of  the  total  this  March  compared  with  58  percent  a  year  ear- 
lier. During  January  through  March  this  year  479,432  head  of  stocker  and  feeder  sheep  and 
lambs  were  shipped  into  these  States,  compared  with  435,214  head  for  the  same  period  in  1959.
